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In comparison with other projeots, AEQUOR has to date 
been marked by uneventful, quiet liaison which has been most 
productive. Without making any commitments we have received 
fran the group two excellent agents who are now in training and 
have a third about to undergo assessment. The agents now in 
training, one of whom will be dispatched in August, feel oertain 
that an anti -Soviet resistance movement still smolders in Belo- 
russia. Further, the nature of the geography i s such that small 
bands, who will fran the nuolei of comaunications centers, would 
be able to escape detection for years in the swamps and thiok 
forests. If we are sueoessful in establishing oontact with the 
Belorussian resistance, we will not only have linked up opera- 
tionally the Ukrainians to the south and the Lithuanians to the 
north, but also plaoed ourselves athwart the lines of communica- 
tion of the Soviet Army* 

With the final acceptance by us of the two agents for 
training, CAM HTSTA 1, our operational oontact with the Belorussian 
National C o unoil, did indioate that he desired permission and 
support for two additional activities. The first was the prepara- 
tion of a list of persons who might be usable either in current 
operations or in -the event of war. Seeing that the latter fitted 
in with Z RELOPE aims and that we might always prooure additional 
current agent personnel from suoh an effort, we concurred. The 
second activity was the support of a Belorussian weekly newspaper 
THE FATHERLAND, which is now being published irregularly in the 
Muni oh area. Its general line would be one of (a) anti -Bolshevism 
first and foremost, (b) pro-Americanism in the sense that American 
aotion in defense of the free world would be explained to Belo- 
russian readers as an antidote to Soviet propaganda, and (c) a 
Belorussian nationalism which, while not inciting against the Great 
Russians or objecting to federation with them, would demand that 
Belorussia be given looal autonomy Therein they would be ruled by 
their own people, freely elected, rather than by a combination of 
Great Russians and Georgians* 

Little is perhaps known about the true strength of Belo- 
russian nationalism, but even if it is not the strong foroe found 
in the Ukraine, it would appear that the republic is a sufficiently
